order,

A Tribute 


Excerpts from a speech 
by J, Horan MLL. A, made at 
the official opening of the 
Grey Nuns Regional Centre, 

“This magnificent build- 
ing will forever remain a 
monument to the energy, en- 
terprise, sacrifices, perse- 
verance and faith of Can- 
ada’s favorite daughters 
who have contributed so unm 
selfishly, so much to so 
many, regardless of class, 
colour, creedor means, 

“lt was early in Septem- 
ber, 1859 , , .108 years ago 
when three very young ladies 
arrived at the Mission of 
Lac Ste, Anne, from St, Bon- 
iface taking 51 days to com 
plete the trip, Sister Zoe 
Leblanc-Emery, 32 years 
old, was the Supertor and 
a trained nurse, Sister Adele 
Lamy was aged 23, and Sis- 
ter Marie Jaques- Alphonse, 
33 years old, was a quali- 
fied teacher, 

“Within two weeks of 
thelr arrival at Lac, Ste, 
Anne, the Nuns opened their 
first school and their stud- 
ents numbered between 30 
and 40. . . .Twoyears lat- 
er they added seven orphans 
Thus the first school and the 
first orphanage west of Fort 
Garry was established in 
Alberta, 

‘*In 1863, four years later 
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before Confederation, the 
Grey Nuns re-located at St, 
Albert, They took the seven 
orphans with them and gave 
refuge ami medicare to a 
sick old man, Thus was 
born the first hospital in 
the Northwest of the Red 
River, 

“We have a glorious his- 
tory, but It Is also a grue- 
some reminder of what these 
Grey Nuns had to face... 
Starvation was not uw 
common and there are many 
stories of poverty and hung~ 
er and even wars, 

“Small pox struck the north 
west, a few nuns were call- 
ed upon to ourse and ad 
minister to the sick and 
dying...Five of the seven 
orphans died as did 300 of 
the 700 Metis who had come 
to St, Albert for help, 300 
white hunters on the Prair 
les and no less than 3,000 
Indians, 

“A Grey Nun is a God 
Fearing Devout Saint, she is 
a teacher, a nurse, adoctor, 
a midwife, a lawyer, Judge, 
undertaker, dentist, trap- 
per, hunter, gardener, fish- 
erwoman, herbalist, carp- 
enter, a friend to all and 
a Godmother to the Nation, 
God Bless them all,,,They 
have contributed much to 
this land’,

It happened in the corridor of a hospital, 

“Oh, God, let it be me, not that little boy!’’ 

The man wept copiously, wringing his hands 
and crying over and over again, ‘‘God, let it 
be mel’* “God, iet {t be mel"’ 

The tears left me cold. ... 

It all started on a bright Saturday afternoon 
when a twelve-year old boy took his little 
sister downtown, At a marked intersection 
the little boy cautiously wafted for the red 
light to turn green and then indicated to his 
sister that they could cross the street, Sudd- 
enly a car screened from nowhere and threw 
the youngsters into the air, The little girl 
was dead when the policeman picked her up, 
and the little boy was rushed to ahospital... 

“It will be a miracle if the boy ever walks 
again,,..'’ the doctor said, 

Yes, the tears left me cold, The man could 
cry enough tears to fill an ocean but It would 
not now put life back into the body of that 
little girl or strength into the legs of her 
brother, A little straight thinking on the part 
of a man who thought it was smart to drink 
and drive, prior to the accident, could have 
saved a human life and a crippling, 

The Highway Traffle Act endeavours to 
make people realize that they should not drive 
if they are drinking or going to drink 
alcoholic beverages, The six months’ sus- 
pension of the operator’s license for a 
first offence under the Criminal Code of 


Canada for driving while Imoaired Is 
tinued in the new act, Now, however, 


Court tn tts discretion, may, for a first 
offender, permit a restricted license to be 
issued to the suspended driver for the 
purpose of making a living, A second offence 
for Impaired driving within a five-year pertod 
will continue to carry a mandatory suspen- 
sion of at least twelve months, A new pro- 
vision carries a three-year suspension fora 
third conviction within a five-year period, 
There ts no authority whatsoever given to the 
Court or to the Minister of Highways to 
reduce suspensions for second or third 
offences, 

Impaired and intoxicated driving are Crim- 
inal Cade offences and the Court may, under

Mr, Robert Russell of 37 
Glenmore Crescent has 
started an action to force 
the Town Council to place 
the controversial covered 
arena proposal before the 
electors at this fall’s civic 
elections, 

In a letter to Council, 
Mr, Russell’s solicitor ade 
vised council that he would 
apply to the courts for two 
orders, The first would pro- 
hibit the council from mak- 
ing further expenditure or 
incurring further liability 
for the cost of the rink until 
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the By-law has been passed 
in accordance with section 
298 (c) of the Town and 
Village Act, 

A second order would dir~ 
ect the Town to submit By- 
law No, 14/67 to the prop- 
rietary electors, 

In a statement to the 
Gazette, Mr, Russell said 
‘the issue here is the fun- 
damental right of the elec- 
torate to have the opportun- 
ity to vote for the expen- 
ditures incurred on their 
behalf,”’ ‘‘The only time the

Two Great Premiers 


Alperta Conservatives 
were kept busy last week as 
two of their members seek- 
ing the Party leadership vis- 
ited the province, 

Both provincial premiers, 
Duff Roblin, Manitoba and 
Robert Stanfield, Nova 
Scotia, arrived in Edmonton 
one day apart to woo the 
votes of the delegates who 
will attend the leadership 
convention in September, 

Mr, Roblin arrived first, 
he stated he was in favor of 
a two party system but felt 
the country divided into five 
areas, was much too invol- 
ved for the solutions Prem- 
jer E, C, Manning was ad~ 
vocating in his book, 

The difficulty for western 
people to understand what 
French speaking Canada Is 
doing and vise-versa was 
emphasized by Mr, Roblin 
who speaks French himself, 
The start in this area is to 
understand each other’s 
problems, he said, 

Ip favor of certain welfare 
moves and having keen de- 
sire to zero in on poverty 
Mr, Roblin felt the drain on 
the tax structure should be 
watched keenly when bring- 
ing in new welfare legisla- 
tion, 

Mr, Roblin has been 
premier of Manitoba for 10 
years and, win or lose at 
the convention, he {s leaving 
provincial politics, 

Mr, Stanfield creates an 
air of confidence in his aud- 
fence which grows as he 
speaks, He felt the four 
parties to choose from at 
election time was good and 
also liked the name Pro- 
gressive Conservative for 
he said ‘‘we are not just 
conservative, I like to feel 
we are progressive also, 

A combination of Centenn- 
{al spirit wearing off on him 
and an attitude of ‘‘speak 
now or ever after hold your 
peace’ are the main reas- 
ons for Mr, Stanfield being 
in the leadership race, He 
will not withdraw even if 
John Diefenbaker does run, 

He says he thinks J, Drap- 
eau, Mayor of Montreal has 
far too important a position 


where he is to join the can- 
didates for the PC, lead- » 
ership, ‘‘Ho is respected and 
needed where he is,’’ Mr, 
nes leld said, 

‘Imnow about Alberta ofl 
nan wheat and beef, but 
I want it made clear I do 
not have all the answers,” 
Mr, Stanfield went on to 
say, He says he will learn 
the French language if he 
receives the leadership of 
the party, 

About foreign policy the 
Nova Scotia Premier said 
he felt Canada must be pre- 
pared to play a part in 
self defence and must not 
expect others to do it for 
her, “Canada {is limited in 
strength but her influence 
is great and she should play 
a part in seeking settlement 
of disputes,’’ he sald, 

The need for foreign in- 
vestment was stressed by 
Mr, Stanfield who did not 
feel answers could be found 
by barring investment here, 
he felt rather a positive att- 
itude should be taken to get 
Canadians to venture invest- 
ments in thelr own country’s 
enterprises, Governments 
do not do wall in compe 
titive enterprise, there are 
better ways than equity in- 
vestments in risky comp- 
anies such as providing 
mortgage money,’’ he said, 

At the Convention Sept, 
6-9 there will be 2,343 vot- 
ing delegates with a total 
expected attendance of about 
5,000 persons, One hundred 
and seventy voting delegates 
will be in attendance 
with the province’s own 


responsibility of choosing 
a leader of their party from 
at least nine candidates, 
there may be more as the 
closing of entry into the 
race is not until convention 
time,
